Warren spoke again of the 
gangland style shooting of Mickey 
Cohen last week when asked for 
comment on a published sugges- 
tion that he take the lead to root 
out crime. 


“I am not a law enforcement 
officer,” said the governor. “I 
have neither the Supervision of 
nor the direction of any law en- 
forcement officer of the state.” 


All We Can Do 
(The chief law enforcement of- 
ficer is Attorney General Fred N. 
Howser, with whom the governor 
has broken on Jaw enforcement 


Since the Legislature authorized | 


the crime commission two years 
ago.) 


Warren continued: 


“We are doing what we can 
within the limits of our jurisdic- 
tion.” He mentioned the work of 
the crime commission and said 
he has directed all department 
heads with even the remotest 
connection with law enforcement 
to cooperate with the proper offi- 
cials.-

and it calls for leadership in the 
supervision of every type of com-;

RIVERSIDE (AP)—A record 59 | 
per cent turnout was predicted 
today as county voters balloted on 
the much disputed issue of a ce- 
ment plant near the resort of 
Palm Springs, 

The dispute has been building 
for more than a year. Samuel 
Guiberson, a Houston oil man, 
was given a zone waiver by the 
board of supervisors to put a $15,- 
000,000 plant on a 1700-acre tract 
about four miles northwest of 
Palm Springs. 

Desert residents protested that 
it would lower the value of the re- 
sort’s winter trade. Finally they 
circulated petitions for a referen- 
dum, and obtained 5700 signa- 
tures.

GOP Moves to 
Slash Arms Aid 
More Than Half 


WASHINGTON (4) — Republi- 
can backers of military aid for 
western Europe moved today to 
cut more than half President 
Truman’s $1,450,000,000 foreign 
arms program. 

Greeted with a storm of criti- 
cism, the President’s proposal 
seemed to have headed the bi- 
partisan foreign policy toward 
one of its severest tests in Con- 
gress. 

Senators Vandenberg (R.-Mich.) 
and Dulles (R.-N.Y.), who have 
taken active parts in trying to 
keep that policy alive, were ob- 
viously irked that the State De- 
partment had ignored their advi-2 
to submit only a token arms pro- 
gram to a Congress already fret- 
ting about foreign spending. 


Open to Attack 

They felt themselves open to 
attack, from GOP colleagues on 
the ground that the administra- 
tion seemed to be making cooper- 
ation a one-way street. 

Nevertheless, the two were re- 
ported working with Rep. Vorys 
(R.-Ohic) on an alternative plan. 
Under it Congress might be asked 
to approve a $77,000,000 outlay 
to forward $450,000,000 in sur- 
plus military equipment to North 
Atlantic Pact signers and make 
about $200,000,000 more available 
to buy new equipment for them 
at home and abroad. 

This would be in addition to 
about $325,000,000 to continue 
arms aid for Greece and Turkey, 
the amount -the President asked. 


Less Than Half 

Thus the total cash outlay un- 
der the alternative plan would be 
less than half the total sought 
by Mr. Truman. He also asked 
the $77,000,000 for repairing, 
packaging and shipping surplus 
supplies along with about $1,000,- 
000,000 for new equipment for 
eight Atlantic Pact signers. 

This alternative proposal, just 
taking shape, represented the 
first move toward ccmpromising 
a program that stirred a storm 
of criticism from both Democrats 
and Republicans. The criticism 
was heavier in volume than the 
approval of Mr. Truman’s plan 
got from administration sup- 
porters when he formally sub- 
mitted it yesterday. 

Senator Taft of Ohio, chairman 
ef his party’s policy committee, 
blasted the President’s proposal 
as one that would have Congress 
“substantially abdicate all func- 
tions relating to foreign policy.” 

Senator Wherry of “Nebraska, 
the GOP floor leader, took the 
same dim view. He said the Pres- 
ident was seeking dictatorial 
powers.
